Alberta’s Agricultural 
Development 


Could Feed the World and Still 
Have Plenty to Gpare 


Provincial government figures on 
the agricultural wealth of Alberta 
show a phenomenal growth within 
the past few years and disclose a 
record that ofie would be inclined to 
doubt if not for the immeasurable 
possibilities of. this vast common- 
wealth, For instance, it is almost 
beyond belief that: our production of 
grain has jumped from 19,333,266 
bushels from 591,614 acres twelve 
years ago, to 151,573,496 bushels 
from 6,127,129 in 1917, yet it is an 
actual achievement, When one takes 
the cash value: ofthese commodities 
into consideration, the development 
is still more amazing.

Our live stock progress has start- 
led the continent, At a conservative 
valuation we marketed over $45,000,- 
000 worth of meat animals during 
1917, Naturally, a great portion ot 
this is absorbed in increased values 
per sound, but production has act- 
ually increased, and so far as_ the 
purebreds business is concerned, 
there are no qualms as to the fu- 
ture, for Alberta breeders are  im- 
porting more high-class animals to- 
day, at advanced prices, then’ they 
ever did before. At the recent inter- 
national alone, Alberta breeders pur- 
chased thousands of dollars worth of 
prize-winning animals. A number of 
breeders are in the United States 
now, selecting herd headers and fe- 
male stock with which to broaden 
te improve their operations. The 

1 val.e of our live stock today 
is $134,071,085, an increase of $15,- 
972,403 over 1910. 

Under these circumstances it is 
not surprising that there is an unpre- 
cedented demand for farm land. And 
the demand is not confined to wheat 
areas.. New settlers are recognizing 
the fact that mixed farming must al- 
ways be the backbone of agriculture 
in this province, and. while there is 
an enormous call for straight wheat 
land, the wise farmers are investing 
in good mixed farming—something 
upon which they can build a perma- 
nent industry. 

With the potential 
which Alberta possesses, and the 
immense movement to _ the land on 
the part of native city folk and out- 
siders, it is only natural that Alberta 
is destitied to play a very important 
part in the winning of the war, if 
increased production will do it. 

It is conser ‘ively estimated that 
our acreage this year will be  ex- 
tended twenty per cent. There has 
been a , henomenal demand for farm 
implements, repair parts ar-d tractors 
throughout the winter, and the  in- 
crease will come not only from the 
vast amount of new land sown, but 
from the larger areas put into crop 
by those already established on the 
farms of the province.—C..McLen-

Making Cream Cheese 


A Suitable and Remunerative Meth- 
od of Marketing Cream 


At some time or other during their 
career; most dairy farmers have ex- 
perienced difficulty in marketing their 
produce satisfactorily. The trouble 
may have been because of a poor de- 
mand for the product, or the quality 
may have been below the standard. 

The dairy produce from the Ex- 
perimental Farm, Agassiz, B.C., has 
been sold in a number of different 
ways, one of the most satisfactory of 
which is in the form of cream cheese. 
The cream cheese appears to be the 
most popular soft cheese. It is easily 
made on the farm and requires very 
little special apparatus. The. labor 
and cost of making and packing are 
small, so that the manufacture is 
well suited for any producer within 
a reasonable distance from a mar- 
ket. It is a suitable and remunera- 
tive method of marketing cream. 
During cool weather we have been 
able to keep this cheese for a week 
or ten days without any appreciable 
deterioration in flavor, but as evap- 
oration is going on continually, the 
cheese, unless originally made over- 
weight, will not be up to the stand- 
ard weight at the end of this time. 
It is therefore advisable to place it 
on the market as soon as possible 
after complction. 

The market as yet is limited, but 
the demand appears to be increasing. 
We have sold during the past twelve 
months 5,420 of these cheeses in the 
city of Vancouver. The wholesale 
price obtained is 15c each, which 
amounts to $813 for the product dur- 
ing the past yéar.. Each cheese 
weighs six ounces and approximately 
ten dozcn are now being manufac- 
tured weekly from 170 pounds of 
twelve per cent. cream. This brings 
a return of ninety cents per pound 
butterfat for the cream, with the 
‘whey retained for feeding purposes. 

The shape of the cheese is cylin- 
drical, from one to one and a half 
inches deep and three inches in dia- 
meter.. When moulding, the cheese 
is pressed into a cheesecloth cover 
and when ready for shipment is in- 
cased in a neat cardboard carton. It 
is a cheap cheese and a convenient 
size for table use. Picnicers have 
found it a_ suitable substitute for 
meat as a filling for sandwiches. It 
is also found to the very delicious and 
palatable when served with lettuge, 
celery, .orany of the various kiads 
of vegetable salad. 

The method of manufacture is con- 
cisely described in Exhibition Cir- 
cular No. 23, which may be obtained 
for the asking from any of the Ex- 
perimental Farms. — Experimental 
Farms Note.

Grass, trees and crops. are planted 
over the instruments to prevent their. 
being detected. 

“Electricity controls the huge guns 
Wehn. the guns are needed: the roof 
may easily be thrown off and the guns 
could be hoisted to position by elec- 
tricity. Subways in which the elec- 
tric raifways have been built for car- 
rying ammunition supplies and rein- 
forcements connect the gun pits and 
the heart of the city of Berlin. The 
funs throw shells 25 to 30 miles.”
